TO VISIT HERE 
DECEMBER 7TH 


The nation’s number one steam 
locomotive, the General, will ar- 
rive in Bay St. Louis at 11:10 a. 
m., Friday, December 7, where it 
will be on display at the L. & N. 
station during the afternoon and 
evening. ‘ 

Enroute on a “Whistle-stop” 
tour of cities along the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad, the his- 
toric engine of Civil War fame will 
be running under its own steam 
just as it did on the Western & 
Atlantic Railroad a century ago. 

During its stop here the public 
is being invited by the L. & N., its 
present owner, to inspect the en- 
gine and coach, a rolling museum 
containing colorful dioramas of the 
Andrews Raid. It was during that 
Civil War episode that the engine 
was stolen by James J. Andrews 
and 19 Yankee raiders and headed 
north in an attempt to destroy the 
railroad track. Pictures and memen. 
toes of that raid, and one of the 
first Congressional Medals of 
Honor ever presented, also are in 
the exhibit along with several full- 
color scenes of modern railroad- 
ing. This is free and open to the 
public. : 

The General was reconditioned 
to run again under its own steam 
early this year by the L. & N. in 
{ts Louisville shops. It made its 
first public 
at Kennesaw, Ga., on the Centen- 
nial of the chase that made it 
famous. Since that time it has made 
appearances in over 60 cities, has 
traveled over 4,000 miles under its 
dwn steam and nearly 500,000 peo- 
ple have visited-the museum car. 

The General will end its 1962 
series of tours in New Orleans in 
December.

Juvenile rheumatoid arthri- 
tis, which afflicts 30,000 young- 
sters in the United States, is 
a cruel disease which comes 
and goes like a thief in the 
night. Seemingly healthy chil- 
dren suddenly contract high 
fever, swollen and aching 
Joints, rash, anemia, and severe 

olvemept of body organs. 
Many suffer deformities of the 
limbs. Total or partial disa- 
bility often occurs. 

Despite continuing research, 
neither the cause of juvenile 
rheumatoid arthritis nor the 
reason for its unpredictable 
cycle of recurrence is yet 
known. 


Prevent Side-Effects 


Whət Dr. Borges and a 
growing number of experts in 
the treatment of rheumatic 
diseases do believe they know 
is how to prevent much of the 
permanent physical, mental 
and social scarring which have 
been agonizing by-products of 
this disease for so long a time. 

Rejecting old theories of 

rolonged bed rest and virtual 
isolation, these innovators have 
introduced the rheumatoid 
arthritis child to programs of 
intensive therapy and close 
contact with children of the 
same age group. They encour- 
age regular school attendance. 

At the same time, education 
of the family in all aspects of 
the illness is begun early by 
the physician with diligent fol- 
low-up by the social worker. 


Successful Results 

In most cases, successful re- 
sults have been achieved. 

At the March of Dimes-sup- 
ported center in Pittsburgh, 
for example, Dr. Borges last 
September admitted a 12-year- 
old girl who could not move 
her shoulders, elbows, or arms. 
She contracted rheumatoid 


ee 


arthritis at age six and had 
been in and out of hospitals 
since that time. When she was 
at home, she was rarely taken 
outside and saw other children 
only infrequently. She was 
painfully , took little in- 
terest in her studies. 

Today, nearly a year later, 
this same girl is still confined 
to a wheel chair, She must at- 
tend many of her classes at 
the Home’s branch of the Pitts- 
burgh school system while in 
traction, Other complications 


persist. 

However, daily baths in the 
Hubbard tank, used so success- 
ETA E bieyeical terapy 

ce- c erapy 
have restored the use of her 
arms and hands. Occupational 
therapy—she is just now fin- 
ishing a throw rug—has re- 
stored movement to her once- 
frozen shoulders. The challenge 
of competition with her school- 
mates has transformed her into 
an excellent student. 


Child in Pain 

In another case, a six-year- 
old girl, after four years of 
operations and assorted treat- 
ment, was unable to adjust to 
school and playmates because 
of intermittent pain and the 
childhood awareness that she 
was the only child with a brace. 

Placed among children with 
similar problems, she was ex- 
posed to the physical and so- 
cial therapies of Dr. Borges’ 
program. She went back home 
six months later “a different 
child... obedient... . getting 
along happily with, brothers, 
sisters and playmates,” accord- 
ing to a grateful mother. 

r. Borges, a trim, vibrant 
woman, views her work at the 
March of Dimes-financed cen- 
ter and its results this way: 

“The laboratory reports on 
these children, after we have 
worked with them for a time,

“But the individual is not 
the same person we saw in 
the beginning. 

A “By also treating the emo- 
tional and environmental prob- 
lems associated with juvenile 
rheumatoid arthritis, not just 
the physical ones, we are often, 
able to change attitudes of de- 
spair to ones of cheerfulness 
and hope.” 

_A prominent Canadian phy- 
sician and specialist in juve- 
nile rheumatoid arthritis, Dr. 
William M. Gibson, recently 
described the ideal treatment 
setting as “an area where per- 
sonnel acquainted with the 
problem of arthritis in children 
are present every time the 
patient is seen.” 

Arthritis Special Treatment 
Centers, supported by local 
chapters of The National Foun- 
dation with March of Dimes 
funds, are already providing 
this service in ittsburgh : 
through Dr. Borges, and. 
through her colleagues in many 
other American cities. 

Additionalcentersare planned | 
—centers of hope where par- 
ents can read the future in 
their children’s faces, not in 
the laboratory reports.

Feed grain” producers in Han 
cock County will be notitied the 
fall about general provisions of the 
1963. feed grain program, accord- 
ing to Tommy R. Shaw, Chairman 
of the Hancock Agricuitural Sta- 
bilization and: Conservation County 
Committee. - 

Only one signup will be held for 
the 1963 feed grain program, and 
that will be early next year. Ad- 
ditional information, including the 
base acreage yields, and payment 
rates established for farms, will be 
tailed to growers prior tó the sign- 
up period. Farmers who have al- 
ready planted their 1963 barley 
will be able to participate in the 
program provided they reduce their 
1963 feed grain acreage by at least 
the minimum. 


The chairman explained that the] ` 


1863 program will be a voluntary 
program, under which a farmer 
may divert an acreage of barley 
corn, or grain sorghums to a con- 
servation’ use and receive a diver- 
sion payment and a price support 
payment; he will also qualify for 
a price support loan on his crop. 
Base acreage for each of the three 
grains will be combined into a to- 
tal feed grain hase for the farm, 
and the farmers may divert from 
one or more of the feed grains re- 
presented in his total base. The 
minimum diversion will be 20 per- 
cent of the farm’s total feed grain 
base, and the maximum will be 50 
percent or up to a total of 25 acres, 
whichever is higher, but not in ex- 
cess of the total base for the farm.
